He said some centers 
have been working with as many 
as three state hospitals, trying 
to accommodate to the sepa­ 
ra te rules and procedures of 
each.

pointed toward likely changes 
when the budget bills up for 
final House action today reach 
the Senate. 
‘ It looks like the House is 
funding every idea that comes 
before it,” Borst said of the 
supplemental budget as it now 
stands. He referri'd to additions 
of money for helping financially 
troubled com.m.unity action pro­ 
grams, energy crisis additions, 
higher education and others. 
Of the plan to borrow $15 mil­ 
lion from the local street, and 
roads fund to help complete in­ 
terstate roads in four years in­ 
ste ady of 10, Burst said: “ It is 
a good idea but the money has 
to be put back. If gasoline con­ 
sumption 
goes 
down, 
income 
goes down... We may not have 
enough cash flow to do it.” 
“ It has been characterized as 
a Marion County program but 
it is only 18 per cent Marion 
County,” Borst said of the inter­ 
state completion program. “ The 
rest is in Southern Indiana, a 
lot of it around Cincinnati.” 
Of the $16 million for a major 
expansion and rehabilitation of 
stale 
parks 
and 
recreational, 
programs, which 
was in the 
original 
budget, 
Borst 
said 
“ there are three now parks in 
there. I don’t think they can sell 
the idea because of the energy 
crisis. I'd rather see available 
money go to rehabilitation of 
what, we have. I would imagine 
rehabilitation would be okay in 
the Senate.” 
Borst said his finance com­ 
mittee must evaluate all other 
bills in the legislature that in­ 
volve expenditure of funds that 
might have a good chance of 
passage. He mentioned nearly 
$4 million as a supplement for 
the aged, blind and disabled on 
welfare., and $1 million in, a 


family care program for the 
mentally ill which are in sep­ 
arate bills. 
The actual increase in state 
appropriations provided for in 
the budget, as it now stands, is 


$38 million, which would bring 
the biennial spending program 
to $44*8 billion. This 1974 short

■Confin«ed from Page One 
cilities expansion and improve­ 
ment program. It is contained 
in a construction and rehabilita­ 
tion budget bill now totaling $27 
million. It was approved by the 
representatives, 88-7. 
A $15 million transfer of funds 
from the Local Arterial Road 
and Street fund to the State 
Highway 
Department 
gained 
71-19 approval from the House 
during committee of the whole 
action. This transfer—which is 
not an increase in the total 
budget—is part of a plan to ac­ 
celerate the completion of inter­ 
state road construction in four 
years instead of 10. Contained in 
the bill is a schedule to repay 
the money to the local roads 
and streets fund at the rate of

The third supplemental budget

Bradfield is proud of the num ­ 
ber of players who have matri- 
cu lated to four-year colleges and 
gotten their diplomas, in addi­ 
tion to performing on the court 
He bristles at critics of junior 
college programs w ho view them 
as merely training grounds for 
the large four year universities.

The form er regular route of The Jam es Whit­ 
comb Riley, Penn Central Stream line train was 
from Cincinnati to Chicago, passing through 
Batesville. Greensburg and Shelbyville with stops 
at Indianapolis, Lafayette and Kankakee. 111. 
However,

bypassing 
Lafayette. 
The change was made, in large m easure, because 
of need of attention to the right-of-way in the form er 
route. In various areas, the right-of-way did not 
conform, to new federal track safety standards. 
Problem s seem to have to developed in use of the 
present route. At least, public information for 
Am trak has stated that the train averaged only 30 
miles an hour recently between Chicago and 
Indianapolis on its present route. 
The daily average of boarders between the two 
cities for the week of Dec 10-17 was 57. This was 27 
per cent down from the daily average in the same 
week in 1972. 
On the two previous weeks, there was a reduction 
in the num ber of passengers between Chicago and 
Cincinnati, it is reported 
The reason is attributed to the slow pace for what 
in earlier years was a fast train 
The present route may be adjudged to be 
preferable or even necessary at present by Penn 
C entral m an ag em en t. H ow ever, even m ore 
probable, the change was made due to major right- 
of-way m aintenance needs ot the form er route 
At present. The Riley misses a rich harvest of 
riders that used the stream line train to Lafayette, 
the home of Purdue University. 
Prior to the change in October, the railroad 
omitted an opportunity for additional passengers 
by elim inating a stop at 
Greensburg. 
While 
Greensburg is not a large city, it is located about 
half way between Indianapolis and Cincinnati and 
would attract potential passenger traffic from a 
wide area. 
Irrespective as to whether the change to the new 
route was needed. The Jam es Whitcomb Riley 
should be operated as a fast train between Chicago 
and Cincinnati. 
Elim ination of The Riley would be a loss to 
Indiana and an inconvenience to through travelers. 
This is heightened by the present gasoline shortage. 
Hopefully, Amtrak will devote funds under the 
Northeast Rail Reorganization Act, passed by 
Congress on Dec. 21, to improve right-of-way. The 
act applies to rail operations in Indiana and Ohio. 
Funds could be used to advantage on the former 
right-of-way, since it forms the most direct route 
between Cincinnati and Chicago. 
It appears to be certain that if the streamline 
train should be re-routed from Cincinnati to 
Indianapolis along the former tracks as renovated, 
additional passenger traffic could be picked up by a 
stop at Greensburg.

Always a threat, it is .generally 
a greater danger in the winter. 
Wiillsey urges you review 
these precautions: 
Warming up the car engine 
in a closed garage can be fatal. 
To prevent carbon monoxide 
poisoning, always open 
the 
garage door while the engine 
is running. 
Adjust 
windows 
or other 
openings to .get fresh air flowing 
through 
the 
car. 
This 
is 
especially important in a car 
with a faulty exhaust system. 
Check your car’s exhaust 
system regularly. 
Shut off the engine when 
sitting in a parked car for more 
than a few minutes. 
Never drive with all the 
windows closed tightly for more 
than a few miles. 
In 
slow 
moving, 
closely 
spaced traffic, keep air intakes 
of car closed to keep from 
scooping up carbon monoxide 
from exhaust of car ahead. 
Carbon monoxide is produced 
rapidly at idling speeds. An 
engine out of tune or with a 
choke that is stuck will produce 
a 
higher 
carbon 
monoxide 
concentration, reminds Willsey. 
S y m p t o m s 
of 
carbon 
m o n o x i d e poisoning are: 
tightness across the forehead, 
accompanied by throbbing in 
the 
t e m p l e s , 
headache, 
weariness, weakness, dizziness, 
nausea, loss of muscular control 
and 
increased 
pulse 
and 
respiration. 
However, 
if 
the 
carbon 
monoxide concentration is great 
enough, the victim may fall 
unconscious without any of 
these warning signals, points 
out Willsey. 
So. if you become sleepy on 
the road, the cause could be 
carbon monoxide Stop your car 
and get out into the fresh air 
for several minutes. Then drive 
with a window open. 
New Farm 
Feed Gain 
Allotments 


Farms without a feed grain 
allotment may have an allot­ 
ment for the 1974 program year 
established 
if 
they 
meet 
eligibility requirements. 
Anapplication for a new farm 
feed grain allotment must be 
filed by February 15. Feed 
grain allotments for 1974 are 
automatically established for all 
eligible old feed grain farms. 
The new' farm provision applies 
only to farms that do not have 
an allotment. 
To be eligible for a new farm 
allotment, neither the owner nor 
the operator of the farm may 
have an interest in any other 
farm which has a feed .grain 
allotment established for 1974. 
The operator must expect to 
obtain more than 50 per cent 
of his 1974 income from far­ 
ming. The farm for which an 
application is filed must be 
s u i t a b l e for feed grain 
p r o d u c t i o n without undue 
erosion. 
Any interested producer who 
can meet these requirements 
should contact the ASCS office 
for an application by the filing 
date. 


Beef Prices Climbing Back To 
Last Year’s Peak In Many Places 
By United Press Internationa! 
Loblaws Supermarket in Buf­ 
falo, N.Y., is selling ground 
beef at 89 cents a pound—20 
cents higher than it was a 
couple of months ago. 
Rib steaks prices have gone 
up as much as 30 cents a pound 
—from 89 cents to $1.19—in one 
Phoenix, Ariz.. market. 
And many cuts have jumped 
20 cents in Southern California 
stores. 
There’s no evidence of a 
meat shortage but in case you 
haven’t noticed, a spot check 
by UPI showed beef prices 
have been climbing back to last 
year’s peak in many parts of 
the country. 
Sources Predict Hike 
With meat industry sources 
predicting an average 33 per 
cent hike due to spiraling 
wholesale prices in the past two 
months, indications were that 
prices would go even higher. 
‘For two manths, 
pressure 
from 
the 
rising 
wholesale 
prices 
has 
been 
building,” 
Nathan Herschberg, a market­ 
ing expert of the New York 
Slate Agriculture and Markets 
Department, said. 
“ But the lid at retail held 
fairly tight. Nowr the wholesale 
pressure has shot out with the 
rises on all the beef cuts we 
quote,” he said. 
Among the prices quoted by 
Herschberg were increases of 6 
to 
10 
cents 
a 
pound for 
hamburger 
meat 
in 
most 
stores, round roast up 10 cents 
and a dime added by some 
markets to porterhouse, sirloin, 
round and chuck steak prices. 
Wegman’s, a 31-store outlet 
based in Rochester, N Y , cited 
prices that were generally 10 
cents higher than the level at 
which they were frozen by the 
federal government last year 
following nationwide boycotts 
and protests. 
Beef Prices Up 
In Los Angeles, beef prices 
were up anywhere from 7 to 20 
cents a pound, but most stores 
reported sales have remained 
steady.

Have Spring 
tome Early 
In V our Home 


WEST LAFAYETTE, Ind. — 
Anxious for spring? Who isn’t? 
You can draw spring into your 
home ahead of time by forcing 
tree and shrub branches into 
bloom. 
Trees and shrubs which flower 
early in the spring form their 
flower buds in the fall before 
the plants go dormant. So after 
a period of cold weather (which 
we 
certainly 
have 
had), 
branches can be cut and forced 
into bloom. 
To learn about the varieties 
to select, how to gather the 
branches, and just what to do 
to help then bloom, obtain a 
copy of the Indiana Cooperative 
Extension Service publication, 
HO-23, “ Forcing Branches for 
Winter Color.” 
The publication is available at 
most county Extension offices, 
or you can write to Mailing 
Room, AGAD Buildiivg, Purdue 
University, West Lafayette, IN.

WEST LAFAYETTE, Ind. — 
Even if you’re elbow'-deep in tax 
forms, adding machine tapes, 
and checkbook stubs, filling out 
your 1973 tax form won’t be 
a great hassle — if you’ve kept 
adequate 
records. 
But 
you 
haven't kept good records, you 
say? 
Then you may have to use 
the standard deduction because 
you lack the records you need 
to itemize. And that can hurt 
you right where it counts — 
in the pocketbook. 
‘Don’t cheat yourself out of 
your own money!” says Jean 
B a u e r , 
Extension 
home 
mangement-family 
economics 
specialist at Purdue University, 
“Keep adequate records so you 
can itemize your deductions 
w hen it * more economical.” 
Mrs. Bauer suggests that you 
begin now to keep records for 
your 1974 income tax return. 
“You will find that the time 
you take to keep records will 
be time well spent. I dling out 
your next year’s form will be 
easier — and you may save 
many dollars by itemizing.” 
But just what expenses should 
you record? You should keep 
a record of all deductible ex­ 
penses, Mrs. Bauer says, adding 
1 hat 
the 
Internal 
Revenue 
Service (IRS) office provides 
detailed information about what 
is deductible. 
Some of the expenses you 
should 
record 
are 
medical 
expenses, property and sales 
taxes, 
contributions, 
interest 
charges, and casualty losses. 
“ Many medical expenses are 
deductible,’ Mrs. Bauer notes. 
“Be sure to keep a record of 
payments for 
medical 
and 
dental services, medicines, and 
specialized equipment such as 
a wheelchair.” Other deductible 
medical expenses to record 
include: 
Medicine and drugs which are 
obtained 
legally 
and 
are 
recognized as such. Even items 
such as cold tablets 
and 
a s p i r i n , 
which 
aren’t 
prescribed, are allowed. 
V i t a m i n s 
which 
arc 
prescribed by a doctor — even 
if you purchase them across the 
counter. 
Part of your medical in 
s u r a n c e payments. (Your 
paycheck stub will give you Lhi> 
information if you are in a 
group plan.) 
You can also deduct taxes you 
have already paid state and 
local governments, Mrs. Bauer 


continues. For this reason you 
should keep track of taxes you 
pay on real estate, large 
purchaser such as a car or 
furniture, gasoline, and other 
such items. 
“If you own real estate,” the 
specialist says, “keep a. receipt 
of all taxes you paid on the 
property. This figure can be 
added to many of your other 
taxes to provide a tax deduc­ 
tion.” 
She suggests that you record 
the odometer reading on your 
car at the beginning of the year 
to help you figure your gasoline 
tax deduction. If you have an 
accurate account of the miles 
you drive in the tax year, you 
will be able to figure the 
deduction from tables provided 
on the tax form. 
“Or,” Mrs. Bauer adds, * if 
you use credit cards, you can 
figure the gasoline tax deduc­ 
tion from the actual number of 
gallons of gas you used in the 
past year. You can use either 
method, but not both.” 
“You can also deduct any 
Mate and local tax that has 
been withheld from your pay,” 
Mrs. 
Bauer, 
says. 
“Your 
paycheck stub is adequate proof 
of those tax payments.” 
Indiana residents who own 
a u t o m o b i 1 e s may deduct 
everything above the first $12 
o f 
their 
motor 
vehicle 
registration, she adds. 
Records are also a must if 
you want to deduct your con­ 


tributions 
to non-profoit or 
charitable organizations. 
But 


first, the specialist warns, make 
sure your gift is legitimately 
deductible. The IRS provides a 
list of organizations which can 
accept deductible contributions. 
“Try to get a receipt of your 
contribution or pay by check,” 
Mrs. Bauer advises. “ If a 
receipt is not possible for a 
small contributions, keep a 
record of the date, amount, and 
to whom the contribution was 
in ade. 
“ If your family makes a 
contribution of clothing or other 
p e r s o n a l property to a 
charitable organization, it is 
advisable to keep a list of the 
items and the current market 
value. If possible, get a receipt 
for all such donations,” she 
adds. 
The specialist says you should 
also keep a record of any in­ 
terest you pay — whether it 
is on a small loan or mortgages 


or on credit card purchases. 
Any 
interest 
you 
pay 
is 
deductible. 
Also record any casuality or 
theft losses and the expenses 
you run into for child and 
dependent care, she adds. 
“Be sure to check with the 
IRS if you have questions about 
deductions,’ Mrs. Bauer ad­ 
vises. There is no sense in 
keeping records for a deduction 
that won’t be allowed anyway 
— unless, of course, you’re 
keeping a complete record of 
your expenditures.”

year old 
Sunday 
School pupil can spell J-e-s-u-s. 
Vet the person responsible for 
mounting “ coming attractions” 
a t 
a 
central 
Indiana 
movie 
houce was unable to spell the 
Saviour’s name correctly. 
Biblical illiteracy is becoming 
a real problem in our world 
today. As less and less people 
study 
the 
Scriptures 
either 
privately or in Sunday School 
or 
Bible 
study 
groups, 
the 
ignorance of Scriptural content 
becomes more wide spread. 
Consider these examples. At 
an eastern university studnts 
were given an examination to 
determine their knowledge of 
B i b l i c a l content. Question: 
“Name the four Gospels.” One 
answer: 
“Matthew, 
Mark, 
Martin 
Luther 
King 
and 
Jam es.” Question: “Name two 
famous lovers in the Bible.” An 
a n s w e r : 
“Sodom 
and 
Gomorrah.” Question: 
“Name 
the three persons of the Holy 
T r i n i t y . * * Another answer: 
“Joseph, Abraham and Mary 
Magdalene.” These are some of 
the more ridiculous answers. 
The test results showed ninety 
per cent of the student» flunked 
the quiz. A man once asked a 
pastor for his philosophy of life. 
The minister responded, “All 
things 
work 
together 
for 
good. . .” The questioner said he 
knew this to be a Bible verie, 
“from the book of Anthony.” 
The pastor didn’t have the heart 
to tell the man that no such 
book 
existed 
in 
the 
Bible, 
reminding the man that the 
verse is found in the Epistle 
to the Romans. 
When I was a seminarian one 
o f 
the 
requirements 
for 
graduation 
was 
to pass 
an 
examination in Biblical content. 
There 
was 
no 
grade. 
You 
simply passed or failed, and 
kept on taking the test until 
you passed or no graduation for 
you. Many of the men failed 
the exam two, three four and 
even five times. Those men 
passing it on the first shot were 
always fellows who had been 
raised to read and to havt a 
working 
knowledge 
of 
the 
Scriptures. 
We live in a complicated, 
technical society. To pursue a 
vocation or hobby one must 
have working knowledge of his 
field. 
This 
means, 
in 
many 
c a s e s , 
reading 
manuels, 
k n o w i n g 
the 
contents, 
thoroughly understanding your 
subject. 
It is 
important for 
professing Christians to have a 


working 
knowledge 
of 
the 
Sacred Scriptures. 


The Christian must not only 
have a working knowledge of 
the contents of the Bible, be 
must also be acquainted with 
its message. It is not enough 
to memorize verses, be able to 
name all the Hebrew prophets, 
priests 
and kings, trace the 
missionary joumies 
of Saint 
Paul or know who begat who. 
The believer must also know 
what 
it 
is 
that 
the 
Bible 
teaches. 
Its message is simple. Man 
is a sinner. His sin sepárete» 
him from God. Because the 
Lord loves him he sent His Son 
Jesus Christ into the world to 
bridge the gap that humanity's 
sin 
creates. When a human 
being turns to Christ by faith, 
accepting the Nazarene as his 
Lord and Saviour, God gives 
him the gift of forgiveness and 
eternity. 
Therefore, it pays to know 
what the 
Scriptures 
are all 
about. Biblical Illiteracy brings 
nothing but loss. 


INDIANAPOLIS (UPI) - The 
return of Rep.

Legislature next week w i l l 
represent a triumph for both the 
spunky lawmaker and for the 
Indiana University Medical Cen­ 
ter. 


Dorbecker, chairman of 
the House Elections and Appor­ 
tionment Committee, has been a 
patient in the University Hospi­ 
tal at the medical center f o r 
more than a month with a mus­ 
cular disorder.

ion* Jan. 7 next week, possibly 
Monday.

“I realiy stumped 
them and they have been trying 
everything. The Legislature nev­ 
er knew how I ticked and I 
guess they didn’t out here. But 
this is the biggest, finest medi­ 
cal center in the world. N o w 
they have me on a new type of 
medication which has m a d e 
such a difference it is almost 
like a miracle.” 


No Major Bills 
Some of the bills assigned to 
Mrs. 
Dorbecker’s 
committee 
have been reassigned by House 
Speaker Kermit Burrous to the 
House 
Judiciary 
Committee.

However, Mrs. Dorbecker said 
that ‘unless there is a real emer­ 
gency, 
nothing 
importan 
on 
elections will go through t h i s 
short session-—we are in t h e 


midst of the 
codification of 
election laws.” 


Mrs. Dorbecker said her com­ 
ment about “nothing important” 
on elections getting through the 
1974 session also includes cam­ 
paign reform proposals being 
worked out by Republican state- 
chairman Thomas Milligan and 
Democratic state chairman Gor­ 
don St. Angelo, at the request 
of Governor Bowen. 


“The governor came up to see 
me 
and 
we 
discussed this,” 
Mrs. Dorbecker said. “The short 
session is just too short a time 
for something this major to be 
done.” 


The campaign reform propo­ 
sals getting the most attention 
include 
limits 
on 
campaign 
spending and time with emphas­ 
is on centralized reporting of 
expenditures. The 1974 session 
will reach its half-way mark in 
its 30-day limit next Thursday. 


However, the 1975 Legislature 
will have 61 working days. 


May Run Again 


Mrs. Dorbecker, Navy WAVE 
in World War II, was elected to 
the Indiana Legisature in 1968 
and re-elected in 1970 and 1972. 
She said she was aware that i 
some people in har district ¡ 
have jumped to the conclusion 
she will not be seeking re-ele<c- j 
tion but if the new medicine 
continues its present effective­ 
ness, they will be mistaken. 


‘I want to be the one w h o ' 
makes the announcement whet- I 
ther I am going to run again,” j 
Mrs. Dorbecker said. 


She may make her legislative 
appearance with a cane, How­ 
ever. “I may carry a cane, not 
to support me in walking but 
to protect me from being bump­ 
ed,” Mrs. Dorbecker said.

Federal 
Trade 
Commission 
(FTC) told Congress today it 
should order a stronger health 
warning printed on cigarette 
packages, require the same 
warning on packs of “ little 
cigars” and launch a govern­ 
ment advertising campaign to 
discourage smoking. 
The agency also said Con­ 
gress should appropriate money 
for

government 
research 
project to develop a “safe” 
cigarette. 
The FTC's annual report on 
cigarette use said total con­ 
sumption during 1973 apparent­ 
ly hit 582 billion, another record 
and an increase of 3.8 per cent 
over the previous year-one of

percentage 
in­ 
creases in recent years. 
The agency said the current 
c i g a r e t t e package warning 
which reads: ‘Warning: The 
Surgeon General has deter­ 
mined that cigarette smoking is 
dangerous

health” 
should be more explicit. 
It suggested this statement 
instead: 
‘‘Warning: 
cigarette 
smoking is dangerous to health 
and may cause death from 
cancer, coronary heart disease, 
chronic bronchitis, pulmonary 
emphysema and other disea­ 
ses.” 
It said the same language 
should be required to appear in 
advertisements. 
The report said ‘Tittle cigar” 
packages should at least say: 
“Warning: Smoking little ci­ 
gars may be dangerous to your 
health if smoked and inhaled in 
the same quantities as cigaret­ 
tes,” and preferably should also 
list specific diseases. 
The

pha sis should be placed on 
educating the public, especially 
young 
persons, 
about

serious damage to health which 
can

smoking.”
